Bttbjtect. — Export effort by priority and other industries—production of evidence 
regarding. 

No. fil-ITC(PN)/G8.—Attention Is Invited to paragraphs 37, 38 and 39 of 
Section I of the Import Trade (Control Policy (Red Book, Volume I), for the 
period April 1988—March 1989, announced by tne Ministry of Commerce Public 
Notice No. 50-ITC(PN)/68. dated the 1st April, 1988. 

2. The procedure for the industrial units to establish their export performance 
during 1987-68 for the purpose of the above mentioned provisions, is set out ki 
this Public Notice. 

3- It may be clarified that the provisions referred to in para 1 above will not 
be applicable in the case of the following priority industries listed in Appendix I 
to the Red Book (Volume I) for April, 1968—March 1969: — 

(i) Fertilisers; 

(ii) Pesticide*; 

(ill) Industrial and Mining machinery; 
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(iv) Cement; 

(v) Tea; 

(vi) Jute Textiles; 

(vil) Coffee; 

(viii) Sugar; and 

fix) Cotton Textiles. 

4. It may also be clarified that the provisions In paragraph 38 of Section I, 
referred to in para 1 of this Public Notice, will not be applicable in the case of 
the following units; — 

(a) All Small. Scale industrial units. 

(b) Other units which have been jn production for less than five years. 

The units falling in category (b) above will, however, be required |to produce 
evidence to show that they have been In production for less than five years. The 
evidence acceptable for Ithis purpose will be a certificate obtained by the unit 
from the sponsoring authority concerned. 

5. Subject to the exceptions as stated in paragraphs 3 and 4 above, all the 
industrial units which claim the facilities provided m paragraphs 37 and 3!> of 
Section I of the Red Book (Volume I), and the Industrial units engaged in indus¬ 
tries referred to In paragraph 38 of Section I of the Red Book (Volume I), which 
claim their import entitlements In full, should produce documentary evidence, 
as Indicated below, in support of the extent of their contribution to export sale* 
during 1987-68 in relation to their production in the same year. The required 
evidence should be produced to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
New Delhi (by name to Shri S. R, Minocha, Deputy Chief Controller of Imports 
and Exports), on or before the 80th April, 1068. The evidence produced after 
the prescribed date will not be considered. The units falling in category (b) 
referred to in paragraph 4 above should also produce the required certificate of 
the sponsoring authority to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New 
Delhi, by the said date. 

6. The following documentary evidence should be produced by the units con¬ 
cerned, In support of their export performance In relation to their production 
during 1867-88: — 

(1) Book value of total production during 1067-68. 

(2) Total c.i.f. value of imported raw materials and components (not spare 

parts) consumed by the units during 1967-68. duly certified by a 
Chartered Accountant in the proforma annexed to this Public Notice. 
This should also include the consumption of imported items of iron 
and steel. 

(3) Total f.o.b, value of exports in respect of goods manufactured by jthe 

unit and exported during 1967-68, as under: — 

(i) exported in the unit's own name; 

(H) exported through merchant-exporters; and 

(111) exported as components or parts or raw materials in the finished 
products manufactured by others, 

(Note. —The information in respect of (ii) and (iii) above, may he 
furnished only if the applicant is sure of its accuracy). 

(4) A statement showing the particulars of the import licences obtained 

by the unit under the import policy for Registered Exporters during 
1967-68. (i) as manufacturer- exporter, (ii) as nominee of merchant 
exporters and fill) as nominee of manufacturer-exporters, duly 
certified by a Chartered Accountant in the proforma annexed to thus 
Public Notice. The import licences obtained by the unit from the 
Iron and Steel Controller’s organisation under the import policy for 
Registered Exporters, should also be included in the statement. 
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(B) Any other documentary evidence. 

7. The evidence indicated in paragraph 6 above should be produced separate¬ 
ly in respect of each end-product or group of end-products for which the unit 
will have to apply for separate licences to import raw materials and components 
under the Import policy In force. 


8. In the case of industrial units which fail to produce the evidence indicated 
In this Public Notice for the purpose of the provisions of paragraphs 37 and 39 
of Section I of the Red Book (Volume I), it will be held that they do not con¬ 
sider themselves eligible to the facilities available to the units having export 
performance of 10 per cent or more of their production. Simllary, for the pur- 

S ose of the provisions of paragraphs SB of Section I of the Red Book (Volume Jh 
i« units which fail to produce the required evidence in support of their export 
performance, or evidence to show that they have been in production for less than 
6 years will be held to be liable to cuts in their import entitlements.
